Effective April I. patrons ol Un: 
Gettysburg water company who en­ 
joy a flat rate—that is those water 
consumers who get their water for

as they do under the present ar­ 
rangement. 
The water rent must be paid for 
three months iii 
advance 
If all 
water bills are not (Mild within IO 
days after they are rendered a pen­ 
alty of five per cent will tx1 added 
and lf they are not paid within 15 
days after they become due. the sup­ 
ply of water will be cut off upon 
five days’ notice 
Most Im p o rtan t C hange 
That is about the most important 
change announced in a new schedule 
of “rates and rules governing the 
furnishing of water service in G et­ 
tysburg Pa., and vicinity” as made 
public in a new tariff notice Issued 
as of March I, 1031, and effective 
April I, by the Gettysburg water 
company, of which H James Wei- 
kert Is manager and C. C. Bream is 
office manager, a copy of winch 
was furnished The Gettysburg Times 
Monday by Mr Bream. 
There are no changes In rates*— 
merely the method of collection, rn 
order to assure the company more 
prompt remittances, “which we feel 
we are entitled to under a systemat­ 
ic and conservative business policy," 
Mr Bream told The Tina— 
“We ore just placing our house in 
order." Mr. Bream added 
-While 
a penalt> is added under tile new 
arrangement for non-payment 
of 
bills promptly, the company does not 
Iva vc any desire to enforce that pen­ 
alty. All we want ic prompt set­ 
tlement of accounts," 
Lay C urb M ains 
Mr. Bream pointed out another 
feature of the new tariff schedule 
whereby, In the long run, all water 
consumers 
will 
benefit 
when 
it 
comes to repairs, and which will 
prove attractive particularly to new 
customers of tile company. 
Begin­ 
ning April I. the company will take 
out the city permit for new water 
users and lay the line from the main 
to the curb, taking care of all ex­ 
pense incident thereto. Under Hie 
arrangement now in effect, the con­ 
sumer lias had to lay the pipe from 
the curb to the main dig the ditch 
and repair the street 
The water 
company will also furnish Ila- curb 
box under the new schedule. 
The printed copy of 
the new 
schedule points out thai "rules and 
regulations are changed to 
more 
clearly define the policy of the com­ 
pany and in particular to provide 
for the installation of services at 
the expense of the company." 
And hereafter, it will be officially 
known and designated as a "faucet" 
and not * hydrant," which lias been 
commonly used to designate the 
‘ spigot." The schedule points out 
that “under the caption, ‘flat rates 
domestic’ and ‘commercial’ the word 
‘faucet’ is used instead of hydrant,' ” 
se* tion K In l ull 
Section 8 of the new schedule, un­ 
der the heading “payment of bills," 
reads as follows: 
“8. Bills rendered consumers sup­ 
plied on a flat rate basis shall be 
payable three 
months in advance 
and shall be rendered at the begin­ 
ning of each quarter. Consumers 
supplied through meters at residen­ 
tial rates will be billed at the end 
of each three months' period for 
the water consumed during that pe­ 
riod. while bills for commercial me­ 
ter accounts will be rendered ut the 
end of each month for water con­ 
sumed during that month. On all 
water rents unjxud ten days after 
the date of bill, a penalty of five 
per cent will be* added. If not paid 
within fifteen days after the bill is 
due, the water may be cut off after 
five days' notice and the company 
will be permitted to collect the full 
tthiount due by law.’’

508,081 Dogs Are 
Licensed By State 


The bureau of animal Industry, 
Pennsylvania department of agri­ 
culture, announced today that 508,- 
781 dogs were licensed In Pennsyl­ 
vania outside of Philadelphia, Pitts­ 
burgh and Scranton, during 1930. 
This number is only 686 below the 
total for 1929—the highest on rec­ 
ord 
In 1922, when the state first 
took over the enforcement of the 
Pennsylvania dog law, only 347,847 
tags were issued. 
The necessity of prosecuting dog 
owners for violating provisions of 
the law* lias become less during re­ 
cent years, judging from the an­ 
nual records. The number reached 
the record total of 10,021 in 1923, 
dropping off since that year to 5.185, 
the lowest since 1922.

The senators like him and respect 
his ability. 
His voice is soft, though 
when he desires his words can hit 
home with telling effect. 
But at
